BANNLYST:Our lyrics are about the things that get us angry - war,police 


violence,the system in it's self and also lyrics I would call a cry 
for peace and help to starving people.We have about 25 - 30 songs 
in our repertoire.

As advice for bands who are going 
to do a tour in a foreign country 
I think it's best having all the 
gigs for sure (we did'nt) and 
also I think it's a smart thing 
doing the tour with a band from 
the country you are touring in.

OECLAUGITT - "Power from Hell 11 LP 

A classic death metal LP from Bristol’s finest Onslaught.Apparently they 
spent alot of money on the production,and it definitely shows with a 
really powerful guitar attack that screams out from the speakers with 
great intensity.I reckon the drums aren’t quite loud enough,but that 
doesn't distract from the overall power of this record.The vocals are 
excellent,esp. in the 2 tracks where the guitarist (Eige Rockett) sings - 
he’s got a great heavy metal style which contrasts well with the gruff 
vocal style of Ho.This LP is a must for all thrash-metal fans. 



Ibout 2 months ago,I was going through one of 
those stages when I got sick of all thrash/ 
punk etc - you know 'em,don't ya?

This is a german release consisting of one studio side (2 tracks) and 3 
live tracks on the other side.The 2 studio tracks make the EP worth 
buying alone - 2 classic H/C tracks,fast,powerful and tuneful.The live , 
side's definitely not as good but it's worth a listen anyway.Unfortunately * 
the record is a poor pressing.

Ho, Bloodlust DOH'T look like that,it's 
just that we didn't have any photos,and the page would've looked really boring 
otherwise. 

Usual stuff - how long have you been going.and who are the band members? 
BLOODLUST: We have been together for about a year. The members - George/Guitar, 
Thomp/Drums,Boo Boo/Bass,and me,Rik/Vocals. 

How would you describe your music? What bands have 
influenced you to play as you do? 

BLOODLUST: Our music? Well,thrash I suppose. Quite fast + 
noisy. Ho band has really influenced my singing - I just 
can't sing. Musically,I would say HEOS, TERVEET KADET,DRI, 

Some people have said WRETCHED,but I don't think we're 
that good yet. 

What do you think punk/thrash has achieved? Do you think, 
looking back,Crass achieved anything? Is punk a viable 
platform for political 'preaching'? 

BLOODLUST: I think punk/thrash has achieved some brilliant 
bands for good and bad musicians.Yes,I think Crass achieved 
something.For a start,they were the first band to make 
people realise.Plus,the zig zag squat was an achievement on 
it's own. Punk can be a viable political platform,depending 
on the bands. Punk covers a wide range of topics. 

What do you sing about? Are the lyrics important.when you 
can never hear them? 

BLOODLUST: Well, Thomp wrote some of the older songs,but I 
am writing some of my own now,because I find it easier to 
sing my own song s.The songs I write are about things I care 
about.Perhaps no one can here my words,but it makes the difference to me, 
singing about things that X think are important. We have songs about war,poseur 
-s,trendies and train crashes. I would like to say at this stage,I cannot 
speak for other members of the band. I am the only one that likes serious 
lyrics. Bloodlust are not a political band. 

Are you vegetarians? 

BLOODLUST: Hone of us eat meat,but I am the only one that will not call myself 
a vegetarian,because there are so many poseurs involved. People always slag me 
off for wearing leather yet they smoke cigarettes,which have been tested on 
animals. It just seems like one big pose. All that black,and only listening 
to stuff on crass records and other related labels. I hate poseurs. By the-way.

....in case anyone gets the wrong idea,I do like Flux,Crass,Dirt,Antisect, 
Conflict etc 

Mow many gigs have you done? Which was the best? 

BLOODLUST: We have done 7 gigs, ’.'e all have our favourites. Gateshead was OK 
hut everyone looked bored. I just remembered another one, that makes eight. 

I think anarchy is pointless idealism - pointless to the point of total 
stupidity.what do you think? 

BLOODLUST: No,I can't agree. There is nothing stupid about anarchy,only when 
it is used in the wrong way. I am not an anarchist,and have never called 
myself one.Pure anarchy would be s***,but anarchy + peace would be good. 

But I think it is an impossible dream,people have been so conditioned through 
the years,they just can't live like that. 

I know you went to see Husker Du.what did you think of them? What are your 
favourite bands/records at the moment? 

BLOODLUST: Yes,I went to see Husker Du, I think they were great,Id waited a 
while to see them. I thought the support band were s+++ though. I like so 
many bands,I can't really say what my favourite record is at the moment,but 
my favourite bands are Mau Maus,Crucifix,Sears,Omega Tribe,Avengers,though 
I don't think there will be any other bands as good as Clash,and especially 
SLP. 

Have you any theories on why there's always an extra note at the end of 
nearly all Swedish guitar solos? 

BLOODLUST: Can't say as if I noticed,interesting though,I must say. 

Anything to add? Anything you would've wanted me to ask but I didn't? 

Anyone you'd like to thank? 

BLOODLUST: Yes,I would like to thank you for this interview. Despite my 
favourite bands,I don’t just stick to one type. I like all kinds of punk.You 
could've asked me my favourite lyrics. We have badges and T shirts if 
anyones interested.

The first band I saw were the Seats of Piss.Basically if yer havn't 
seen 'em before they consist of a vocalist wearing a black pair of 
stockings and lot's of make-up,+ 3 normally.well comparitively,dressed 
band members,singing very similar sounding songs and saying things like 
"We f**k dogs" between the tracks.Mmmmm...
